Vancouver, Nov. 18.— Fred Yoshy. 
Japanese employment agent, who 
handles largo numbers of his coun- 
trymen, startled Immigration Commis- 
sioner King this afternoon with the 
statement that thousands of Japanese 
come hero in order to reach the United 
States. 

"I have seen maps sold to my coun- 
trymen on which were marked points 
at the boundary line around Blaine 
and Sumaa unci other places where 
Japanese could easily cross into Un- 
united States. There is no fence at 
the boundary, you know," said Yoshy. 
who formerly was secretary of the 
Japanese consulate !n Vancouver. 

But the sensation of the afternoon 
followed the admission by Yoshy that 
on a commission basis he arranged 
the employment of Japanese by rail- 
ways, and other corporations here. He 
clashed with K. Ishlkwa, president of 
tile Vancouver boarding house keepers' 
union, who had said that Yoshy's com- 
pany imported laborers direct from 
Japan Yoshy created a scene by 
making a dramatic denial, and Ishika- 
wa modilled several of his previous 
statements, although the commissioner 
warned him of the penalty for per- 
jury. The commissioner declared that 
Ishikawa was trying to conceal some 
features of his dealings, and a lull in- 
vestigation into this phase of the mat- 
ter will later bo made. The director of 
the Canada Kangho company said his 
concern made $100 per week profit In 
the employment business by a per- 
centage on the wages on the men. but 
he was at great pains to deny that 
they assisted importation In any way. 

Editor J. P. MeConnell, of Saturday 
Sunset, said the articles in his news- 
paper were based on current rumor 
rather than direct knowledge. 

Roger Verrone, a negro, was arrest- 
ed this afternoon on suspicion that bo 
committed the brutal murder of Clem- 
entine Nahu in North Vancouver on 
Saturday afternoon. Verrone admitted 
tl at he was in the neighborhood at the 
time the murder was committed. The 
police found that he had immediately 
afterwards crossed the inlet to Van- 
couver, had his beard and head shaved 
and threw away all his old clothes, 
which were found In a vacant lot. Ar- 
rayed in new garments he. was found 
this afternoon in a colored dive. Sev- 
eral other suspects who were arrested 
have been released. The police declare 
that in Verrone they have the right 
ir.an. 

Vancouver is being Hooded witli all 
kinds of laborers, and no work is avail- 
able. The call went out months ago, 
but when they were wanted they were 
not to be had. Now when winter in- 
setting in and work Is being shut down 
In the interior lumber and c-opper 
camps, hundreds of men are available. 
Two thousand are Idle in the Boundary 
district. The mayor of Vancouver has 
closed the labor bureau, so many ap- 
plications were made. More are to be 
rushed in, and as the government and 
the authorities are paying little at- 
tention to those already here, hun- 
dreds will be out of- work all winter. 



Suspected Poisoning 

New York, Nov. KS — Coroner Hard- 
burger is investigating the death of 
Nathan Westheimer, of the Ileirlinger 
Flrewor'fs company, who died sud- 
denly at his home yesterday. Mr. 
Westheimer did not arise when he 
was called yesterday morning and sev- 
eral hours later when his wife went 
to his room she found him dead.

C. P. R. Fireman Nearly Done to Death

QUERIES OBNOXIOUS 
Til Mil HARRIMAN 

Counsel Argue Strenuously 
That Commission is Too 
Inquisitive 



New York, Nov. 13. — After seven 
hours and a half of argument today on 
both sides of the question, Judge 
Hough, in the United States Circuit 
court, announced tonight that lie would 
not be ready to render' a decision on 
tlie petition of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to compel E. II. 
Harrlman to answer certain ques- 
tions propounded to him last spring in 
the course, of the commission's in- 
vestigation into the so-called Uarri- 
man lined until December first. The 
opposing counsel were given the privi- 
lege of filing additional briefs during 
the next two weeks. 

The arguments; which were not fin- 
ished until 0:30 p. m., took a wide 
range, and the. privileges and powers 
of the inter-state commerce commis- 
sion were thoroughly gone into. Ex- 
Senator John C. Spouner, of "Wiscon- 
sin, appeared for tile first time in the 
case, and argued in defense of the po- 
sition maintained by Mr. Harrlman, 
that he is not required to tell tile com- 
mission what individual profit he made 
in selling the stocks of other railroads 
held by him to the Union Pacitio com- 
pany, or to detail the manner in which 
the famous ten per cent Union Pacific 
dividend was declared in August, 1906, 
and why its announcement was defer- 
red for two days. Mr. Harrlman has 
also decided not to tell how much 
Union Pacific stock, if any, he bought 
just prior to the announcement of the 
dividend. John G. Milburn was also 
heard in defense of Mr. Harrlman and 
in opposition to the petition Hied by 
the commission. 

Arguments on behalf of the petition 
represented by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission were conducted by 
United States District Attorney Henry 
L. Stlmson and Frank B. Kellogg, spe- 
cial counsel to the commission. 

Counsel for Mr. Harrlman informed 
Judge Hough that the stock purchases 
of the Union Pacific railroad, amount- 
ing to $150,000,000 during one period 
and to about $182,000,000 In the aggre- 
gate, were made on the recommenda- 
tion of the executive committee, ap- 
proved by the board of directors and 
ratified by the stockholders. All that 
Mr. Harrlman did, Mr. Milburn. de- 
clared, met with the fullest approval 
of tin.' stockholders of the Union Pa- 
cific company. He further said that al- 
lowing for losses sustained In the re- 
cent heavy fall of prices the Union 
Pacific company profited to the extent 
of no less than $32,000,0(1(1 by Its stock 
purchases. Mr. Milburn said these 
facts should silence the contention - of 
the commission that the stock pur- 
chases tended to impair the effective- 
ness of the roads engaged in inter- 
state business. 

Mr. Kellogg said that the 30-called 
market value of the stock sold to the 
Union Pacific was nothing more or less 
than a Wall Street quotation, prob- 
ably fixed by the very pool of men who 
were behind' the slock transact Ions. As 
to the impairment of the usefulness of 
the railroads, Mr. Kellogg asserted 
that the railroads with inflated value 
were today unable to borrow money to 
build the cars needed by them to carry 
out their obligations to tlie public. 

"The same thing Is true of the roads 
without. Inflated values," retorted Mr. 
Milburn. Ex-Senator Spooner declared 
that the stock deals between Mr. Har- 
rlman and the Union Pacific were mat- 
ters of concern onlv to the Individual 
and the stockholders, and they had 
nothing to do with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 

Mr. Kellogg declared thai the com- 
mission had a right to inquire into the 
use of (be moneys of the railroads. 

Judge Hough Interrupted the attor- 
neys on both sides with manv pointed 
questions. He said among other things 
that he did not exactly see what tlie 
deferred announcement of the Unloi: 
Pacific dividend had to do vvlth Inter' 
slate traffic. He also asked if after 
nil the commission was only seeking 
by tlie unanswered questions to prove 
ftom whom Mr. Harrlman, the Indi- 
vidual, purchased the stocks sold to 
the company of which he Is president, 
and what profit he Individually made 
by the transaction. 

Mr. Kellogg said that tlie commission 
srugbt to get at the bona tide char- 
acter of the deals. In concluding hla 
argument Mr. Kellogg said the com- 
mission questioned tlie propriety of Mr. 
Harrlman's sitting upon a commission 
le fix the price of stock be held nnd 
was able to sell to the Union Pacific.

Government and Banks to Give 
All Possible Assistance 
in Matter 



MAY INCREASE NOTE ISSUE 



Gold Reserve Held Now More 
Than Meets Present 
Circulation 



Toronto, Nov. 13. — What arrange- 
ment the Dominion government has 
made with the banks to co-operate In 
the movement of wheat, as announced 
by Mr. fielding yesterday, is not 
known here. D. R. Wllkle, president 
and general manager of tlie Imperial 
Hank of Canada, one of the largest 
grain banks, does not know. Mr. 
Wllkle did not think the government 
intended to permit the banks to issue 
bills over the limit tlx.'rt by statute, 
the banks up to now not having reach- 
ed that limit. According to Mr. Wll- 
kle, the banks want this year's wheal, 
moved out and sold, as it is frost- 
touched, and will spoil If kept in ele- 
ctors Such complaints as are com- 
ing In are not from farmers, but from 
Wheat speculators. Because of the 
perishable nature of tlie crop, tlie 
banks are cautious about advancing 
money to dealers. Mr. Wilklo attri- 
butes tho Wiioie trouble to the New 
York financial situation, and tin; con- 
sequent difficulty in negotiating ex- 
change bills against shipments. The 
issue of more bank bills would of 
course relieve tlie tension. The ability 
of the banks to move the grain is lim- 
ited by tlie restrictions of their note 
circulation. 

Ottawa, Nov. 13.— The present gold 
reserve of the Dominion government in 
security for bank note circulation, to- 
talling between J4,SOO,000 and $5,000,- 
000 is about a million dollars more 
than is actually required^ This mav 
be set free so as to relieve die demands 
of the grain trade, hut it will only 
afford temporary relief, as the elevator 
companies rely upon the banks for 
practically all that is required. 

Montreal, Nov. 13.— It was hinted In 
financial elvciesi today that Mr. Pield- 
Ing has asked among other things that 
the banks advance money to move tho 
wheat, unci that tlie money bo given 
at a lower rate of Interest than is now- 
charged, and if necessary the banks 
must issue new bills to meet the legi- 
timate n^eds of the grain trade, the 
government to make itself responsible 
for the same, 



DUBLIN C ASTLE JEWELS 

Restored to Their Old Resting Place 
the Castle— Mysterious Stoppage 
of the Search 



London, Nov. 13. — A dispatch from 
Dublin last night says: 

A rumor Is in circulation here of a 
very sensational character concerning 
tlie disappearance of the Dublin Custle 
Jewels. It is said they have been re- 
stored and are at present in safe 
keeping at the Birmingham tower, 
where they reposed before they were 
taken away. 

"The developments in connection 
witli the jewels, one. of which was the 
insignia of the order of St. Patrick, 
were even more mysterious than their 
disappearance on July 6th, when tin 
official found them to be missing from 
the safe. Scotland Yard and the Irish 
detectives worked unremittingly on 
the mystery until an order was rece- 
ived from a mysterious source which 
caused a cessation of all efforts to 
find the jewels. Accordingly notices 
sent to pawnbrokers were recalled. 

"At the time the insignia disappear- 
ed arrangements wore being made for 
the installation of Lord Castletown as 
a knight of St. Patrick. The installa- 
tion has not yet taken place." 



TAKEN AT WARSAW 



Charged With Endeavoring to 
Sell Military Secrets to 
Germany 



Warsaw, Nov. 13. — The authorities 
of tlie city made a number of arrests 
today in connection with die discovery 
of a sensational plot for the sale and 
conveyance of a quantity of military 
documents to Germany. 

'1'he information upon which tlie ar- 
rests were made was furnished by 
state detectives. A total of 20 per- 
sons were taken into custody. Among 
them were two train masters of the 
Warsaw -Vistula railroad line and their 
wives, who were apprehended at Alex- 
androv. The luggage of the trainmen 
was then seized. It was made up of 
several double bottom valises, con- 
I mining tlie train schedules of tho rail- 
I roads of Poland, as well as eight plans

London, Nov. 13. — Emperor William 
of Germany, the guest of King Ed- 
ward, made a speech today at tlie 
Guildhall, where he was entertained by 
the City of London. Ho urged the 
strengthening of Anglo-German rela- 
tions and emphasized his unalterable 
desiro to foster tlie peace of the world. 

The day passed off without the ex- 
pected -Socialist demonstration and 
without any disorder or rioting. The 
reception given Emperor William by 
the people of London has been re- 
spectful, but compared with that given 
seme other royal visitors, of recent 
years, it was in no sense enthusiastic. 
The atmosphere which has prevailed 
during his appearance in public has 
been tinged witli decided coolness, and 
there Is no doubt that the English offl- 
cials arc relieved that tlie passage of 
the German Emperor through the 
streets of this city took place without 
any disagreeable incidents. 

The anti-German feeling among a 
largo section of the English people, 
which just at present is particularly 
strong, derived fresh impetus from tlo 
antagonism which cropped out between 
the two nations on various lines dur- 
ing tlie recent conference at The 
Hague. Emperor William intends, evi- 
dently, that his visit shall inspire bet- 
ter feeling, but the result of it remains 
to be seen. 

However cordial tho relations be- 
tween the ruling houses of Great Bri- 
tain and Germany may be, the better- 
part of the public does not share this 
feeling. The large majority of tho 
English people Insist on believing that 
Germany Is Great Britain's one enemy 
among the nations, and this enmity 
has been fanned by continuous warn- 
ings recently from certain leading 
newspapers, as well as from military 
experts, that Germany's chief naval 
and military activity is directed to- 
ward schemes for the invasion of Eng- 
land— that Germany plans to surprise 
England when she is fully prepared to 
strike suddenly, just as Japan sur- 
prised Russia. 

"The German invasion" is becoming 
a hobby of tho anti-Germans, and a 
subject of ridicule for the pro-Ger- 
mans. It lias, however, unquestionably 
affected the mind of tlie public, and it 
has tended to surround with suspicion 
Emperor William's professions of his 
desire for peace. 

More in Detail 
London, Nov. 13. — Emperor William 
today enjoyed a somewhat exceptional 
experience in attending a second re- 
ception at tlie Guildhall, where, ac- 
companied by the Empress, he was en- 
tertained at luncheon by Lord Mayor 
Bell, and the corporation of the City 
of London. 

Their majesties drove several miles 
through streets brilliantly dressed with 
bunting and lined by troops from Pad- 
ding! on railroad station, where they 
arrived from Windsor, to the city's 
historic hall, Where an assemblage of 
some eight hundred persons, including 
members of the royal family in uniform 
and witli their breasts glittering witli. 
orders, formed a brilliant picture. An 
address of welcome was presented to 
the Emperor In a magnificent gold 
casket. 

In reply his Majesty recalled his 
previous reception at tlie Guildhall In 
LS91, and emphasized his unalterable 
desire to foster the peace of the world. 
His Majesty during his remarks, said: 
"I said then on this spot that my aim 
is above all the maintenance of peace. 
History, I hope, will lie just in stating 
thai I have pursued this aim unswerv- 
ingly ever since. The main prop and 
base for the peace of the world is tho 
maintenance of the good relations be- 
tween our two countries." 

The Emperor and Empress after 
lunch returned to Pafldlngton station 
on their way back to Windsor by a 
different route, and everywhere were 
greeted in the heartiest manner by 
the large crowds.

SUMMARY EXECUTION 

Government of Haytl Causes Five Men 
to Be Shot on Suspicion of 
Conspiracy 



Washington, Nov. 13.— Private ad- 
vices from responsible foreign sources 
in Hayti give details of tlie execution' 
of live political prisoners recently re- 
ported in a despatch from Minister 
Furniss to the State Department, 

According to these advices, some 
weeks ago several men were arrested 
nnd condemned to death on the ehargo 
of conspiring against the government. 
One of the men was condemned be- 
cause lie. made a. military coat for an- 
other man, and anothor.'Was condemned 
because he lived in a bouse between 
tho two others, and In each of tho two 
a rifle had been found. On October 30 
some one put a rifle cartridge on tho 
tram line, nnd the first engine that 
passed exploded it. 

The president had five of tho con- 
demned men taken to tho burial 
ground and shot. The names of tho 
live men wore: Hnlvetlno Travenslere, 
Alexander Delaunay, Moi.se Nestor 
Edouardno Edouard and 
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The largest crowd to attend any ser- 
vice held this week in the Metropolitan 
church was present last evening, at- 
tracted largely by the subject upon 
which it was announced Mr. Crossley 
would speak, "The Unpardonable Sin." 

In his opening Bible reading, Mr. 
J. B, Hunter took as his subject the 
story of Zaccheus who climbed into a 
sycamore tree in order that he might 
see Jesus Christ passing, 

He told of the story of the shrewd 
little business man who had become 
interested in Christ through the stor- 
ies told of his miracles and preaching, 
His enthusiasm led him to seek hi in 
out. He wns too little to see over the 
heads of the multitude which sur- 
rounded Christ, and though his body 
was short his head was long. Ho 
climbed a tree: Shrouded by the thick 
foliage, of the giant sycamore ho could 
see Christ without being seen. 

The speaker sketched dramatically 
the approach of the Saviour with the 
crowds about him. Eagerly scanning 
the laces beneath him tlio little man 
in the tree looked for the face of the 
Great Teacher, lie beheld Christ and 
Instantly knew him. No one can see 
Jesus and not know Him. Zaccheus 
recognized him nt once, The eyes of 
Jesus were raised Instinctively to tlie 
| little man above and in a (pilot con- 
versational tone lie addressed him, 
I "Zaccheus, make haste and come down 
I lor 1 dine witli you today." 

It was a marvel to SSaccheus that 
I (jurist should know his name, that lie 
should know that he was in the tree 
I/truck him as wonderful 

It was i.. a strange, however. Christ 
knows nil .'bout people, where they 
live, what thfly are doing no matter 
how they mal'.o endeavor to conceal 
their movements. lie knows the 
thoughts and Intentions of the heart. 
In the loving way of t lie Saviour he 
took hold of Zaccheus and with simple 
sincerity he discerned and overcame all 
his prejudices. Zaccheus was con- 
verted on the spot. Christ saw how 
to approach him, and lie did so in his 
home. 

The speaker dilated upon the Im- 
portance of having cheerful homes, 
and the need for having the presence 
of Cod. He objected to stiff unhome- 
like interiors. Make the home cheer- 
ful and the boys would remain in it 
away from the gildetl saloon and the 
girls from the brilliant dance hall. 

Christ had hardly seated himself 
when Zaccheus announced that he 
would give the half of his goods to the 
poor and where he had taken any- 
thing from any man by false accus- 
ation he would restore fourfold He 
proved his conversion. The evangel- 
ist urged the Christians present to 
prove their conversions in a similar 
way. Let them pay their debts. 1£ 
all the professing Christians would 
pay their debts at once it would cure 
the city of infidelity. 

Through the salvation of the head 
of the house, salvation comes to all 
its inmates and God holds the heads 
of the house responsible for the chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Crossley prior to commencing 
his address sang "Just a Little Sun- 
shine." 

The unpardonable sin, Mr. Crossley 
stated, was according to the scripture, 
blasphemy against the Holy Spirit. 
He pointed out that the context show- 
ed in What manner this was unpar- 
donable, and why. 

Christ had been casting out devils 
and the Pharisees, jealous of his power, 
had ascribed it to the devil. "He 
casteth out devils by the power of 
Beelzebub, the prince of the devils." 
This ascribing the power of God to 
the devils was an unpardonable sin. 

The simple act of saying this did 
not make it unpardonable. This, in 
itself was pardonable, but it was the 
spirit behind It, the slate of mind 
which it denoted, which was unpardon- 
able. This particular sin is so con- 
stituted that It is unpardonable. < hie 
In this state of mind does not want to 
be pardoned, (iocs not seek forgive- 
ness and won't have it. He is beyond 
Cod's grace because he is not disposed 
to accept it. 

The speaker In developing his theme 
spoke to two classes. The first he ad- 
dressed were I nose who thought they 
had committed the unpardonable sin 
and had not. 

Often people fully believed that they 
In some manner committed the sin 
which could not be forgiven. In fact 
the very fact that they have this feel- 
ing is proof positive that they have not 
tt-mmitlsd : t tci It shows the actlvltv 
of the Spirit. The speaker stated that 
he had seen many notable conversions 
of people who were rn this frame of 
mind, (inly those commit this sin who 
won't have anything to do with Christ 
or Christians, sinners who hold Cod In 
ccntempt and hold him up to ridicule. 

The power of God can reach to the 
nethermost depths, bul man is a crea- 
ture of volition and must will to at- 
cepl Cod. 

The unpardonable cln Is especially 
current in this day where so many 
things are placed before the religion 
of Christ. It Is like the action of 
frosts. First there la a feeling of pain 
and warm. Then becoming colder a 
stupor steal- over him. If he yields 
to it. and sinks Into a pleasant sleep 
he will never wake. 

The other class to whom he spoke 
were those who had committed the un- 
pardonable sin, did not know It, and 
did not care to know It. 

Mr. Crossley i luscd with an earnest 
appeal for instant decision. 

Mr .Hunter then made an appeal 
for a consecration service. He urged 
all Christians, all seekers to come to 
the front of the churcn. A large 
crowd thronged the front, overflowing 
the altar rail, t lie rostrum and the 
aisles when twenty minutes in prayer 
was spent. A number professed con- 
version. 

Tin. weekly business meeting was 
held at the close of the service, with 
Noah Shakespeare in the chair, and 
a. .i. Brace, secretary. .Mr. Hunter 
suggested a plan lor an Interchange of 
pulpits by all the ministers joining In 
the services, which was adopted.

REJECTED BY GIRL HE 
COMMITS SUICIDE 



David Burnett Sends a Bullet 
Through His Own Breast ■ 
— Disappointed in Love 



Because the girl on whom he had 
lavished his affections and to whom he 
was engaged refused to further con- 
sider him as a suitor for her hand, 
David Burnett, formerly of East Sooke 
but latterly employed as a teamster by 
J. Robertson, Victoria West, yesterday 
made a successful attempt to kill him- 
self. The would-be suicide shot him- 
self through the breast In phi In sight 
of the girl and her mocher, while pas- 
sersby, who hastened to prevent the 
man In his rash purpose, wero too 
late to slot) him. 

Burnett was taken to the Royal 
Jubilee hospital, where ho died at !) 
o'clock last night. His body was com- 
pletely pierced by the bullet, which 
he had directed towards bis own 
heart. 

The scene of the tragedy Is laid In 
the rear of the home of Mrs. Marge- 
tlsch, near Parson's bridge, on the 
Coldstream road. For some time past 
Burnett and Adeline Margctlsch, the 
seventeen-year old daughter of Mrs. 
Margetisch, have been engaged. On 
account of certain stories which have 
been In Circulation, Mrs. Margctlsch 
Induced her daughter to break the en- 
gagement. The girl did so and on Tues- 
day ovenlhg when she was in the city 
she met Burnett and returned to him 
the rings which he had given her and 
told him that she could no longer re- 
main engaged to him. 

Burnett pleaded with her and threat- 
ened to kill himself should she per- 
sist in her determination to discard 
him. Veatorday morning, shortly be- 
fore noon Burnett called at Mrs. Mar- 
getisch's homo ostensibly to obtain a 
number of photographs and a rifle 
which belonged to him and which he 
had left there. Ills actions struck the 
Woman as being somewhat strange. 
Her daughter Adeline was present 
When the rifle was handed over to him 
and when he .asked for some cartridges 
which were in a cabinet In the house 
the girl started to get them, but her 
mother forestalled her and took charge 
of them. Burnett endeavored to get 
the cartridges which Mrs. .Margctlsch 
attempted to throw into the well in 
front of the house, but she was caught 
by Burnett, who threw hor upon the 
ground. The girl succeeded in getting 
the cartridges, hut Burnett managed 
to obtain two of them and as he rushed 
to the rear of the house, he loaded th 
rifle. 

Mrs. Ma/goti-tch divining his purpose 
screamed for help and her cries were 
heard by Daniel Campbell, proprietor 
of the Colwood hotel, who was driving 
into the city accompanied by Samuel 
Heatherly, of Sooke lake. Both men 
made an attempt tn reach Burnett, 
but the man was too quick for them.

Mrs. Margetisch enquired anxiousls 
0.3 to Burnett's condition, and was 
greatly relieved when told that then 
was a chance of his recovery. 

Besides Mr. Campbell and Mr. Heath- 
orlev, the shooting was witnessed b} 
Miss Davis and W. Bell, who wew 
passing along the road at the time. 

Burnett had some trouble with Ade- 
line Margetisch before. The girl was 
anxious to get a position in the city - 
in order to earn her own living, and 
Burnett had attempted to dissuade her, 
telling her that he would soon marry 
her. This was Hie llrst trouble they 
had and when on Tuesday night she 
met him in the city and told him that 
she would not marry him, h'O then 
threatened to do away with himself. 

Mrs. Margetisch believes that Sun- 
day night's tragedy had a depressing 
effect on Burnett, and induced him to 
attempt to kill himself, 

Burnett, who was a man about "- 
years of age. had been in trouble on 
several previous occasions. On No- 
vember 16, 1897, he was sentenced to 
a month in jail for stealing a calf, and 
on March 5. lS'.llt, was again com- 
mitted lor' having stolen property in 
his possession. On November HI, 
1901, he. for tlm third lime, went to 
prison, being .sentenced for threaten-. 
Ing to do bodily harm to a young wo- i 
man residing at Sooke. Ii was he-! 
cans-' of reports which readied her 
concerning Burnett that Mrs. Mar-' 
getisch Induced her daughter to give 
him up. Burnetl leaves a brother,- 
William, a stage driver.

Placing t'ne rifle against his breast, 
he endeavored to pull the trigger, but 
was unable to reach it. By placing the 
butt of the rifle against a ruck and 
pressing the trigger With a stick, he 
succeeded in discharging the rifle, the 
bullet entering the left breast and pars- 
ing clear through ids body emerged 
under the left shoulder blade. 

While Mr. Heatherly took the dis- 
tracted women into the house, Mi-. 
Campbell hurried buck to the Colwood 
hotel, and obtaining a stretcher and 
some blankets, went hack to the scene 
of the tragedy. The provincial police 
were telephoned for ami Superinten- 
dent Hussey and Sergeant Murray, to- 
gether with Dr. J. D. Helmcken, hur- 
ried to the spot in an automobile. 

Burnett was quite conscious when 
the police arrived and as he was be- 
ing moved into the automobile pro- 
tested vigorously against being so 
Jarred about.

The landscape gardener, who lias 
prepared the general plans for the; 
subdivision of the Uplands farm. 
John c. Olmsted, of Brookllne, Mass,; 
is in the city for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a number of details In connec- 
tion with the matter. Mr. Olmsted; 
Is staying at the oak Bay hotel. 

Tlie property when subdivided will 
contain in all about 250 lots, ranging, 
in size from 5 acres down. They will 
he of four classes, varying with the 
nature of the soil. The uplands! 
along Cadboro Hay road, consisting! 
of a gentle slope of good gravelly soil 
covered with oak trees, healthy and; 
very pleasing, w 111 be divided into lots 
of a good size, ranging from two ami; 
ii half acres (low n. j 

'I'he second class of territory is that 
which runs from the Chinese market; 
garden to the shore and is id' a moist! 
class of land, suitable for gardening, ; 
etc. It will be drained and will be 
subdivided into smaller lots, which 
will be placed on the market at a 
cheaper price. j 

An intermediate section of rocky 
land covered with beautiful mosses | 
and with bold and Interesting ledges, j 
will be subdivided Into larger hold-! 
lugs, some of which will be nearly 
live acres In size. These will lend 
themselves particularly to use fori 
summer bungalows, etc. The fourth 
class of land is that along the shore 
with its picturesque water views and 
rocks where' some of the most attrac- 
tive lots of Hi" entire subdivision are 
located. These will bo medium in 
size. , 

Spoon bay may bo reserved for a 
local yachl club and bathing beach, 
and Il ls altogether probable that sev- 
1 ucres In a central position will he 
reserved for public tennis courts, etc. 
Most of the lot: 5 along the water-front 
will be Of at least 200 foot frontage, 
and the total frontage of lots will 
amount to aboul 53,000 feet. 

When the more prominent sites are 
selected roods will lie buill to suit 
them. These will curve gracefully 
and will be between 100 and GOO feet 
upuift, avoiding awkward grades. In 



the smith end where the lots lie 
amongst moist ground straight streets 
have been adopted. A shore road, 
300 to 400 feet from the shore, will 
be tlie principal continuous feature, 
while a central road running north for 
the electric cars, will be boulevarded 
and will he of a width of 120 feet to 
about the centre of a subdivision, 
where ii will end m a circle. Prom 
the other side to the northern limit, 
it will be about SO feet hi width. 

The possibility of erecting a hotel 
has- been considered, but nothing de- 
llnlte has as yet been decided. The 
plans according lo the terms of tlie 
contract. With the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, mtisi lie approved by them be- 
fore the sale is completed, after which 
the plan will he submitted to tlie local 
municipality. 

"Rarely," remarked .Mr. Olmsted, 
"have. 1 seen any city so charming as 
Victoria, 1 am delighted 'with It.' 
"I'he prevailing love for (lowers and 
shrubbery Immediately strikes one. I 
must say, however, that I think the 
prevailing love for high fences seems 
to be overdpne. I have suggested 
to tlie proprietors of the I'plands 
Harm (hat they place in every deed of 
sale certain restrictions as to the 
height of the fence. They have 
adopted this and no fence higher than 
four feci may he built in front of the 
building line." 

Mr. Olmsted is one of the most pro- 
minent of landscape gardener on tills 
continent. He is a. sou of the Olm- 
sted who was associated with Vox, the 
English architect and landscape garde- 
ner, in the laying out of Central park-. 
New York, in 1857. They prepared 
plans for tlie parks in nearly all the 
larger American cities, and drafted 
the original plan for Mount Royal 
park, .Montreal, in 1SST. 

Mr. Olmsted himself prepared the 
plans for South Park, Chicago, for 
the various Boston parks and for 
parks in Brooklyn, Buffalo, Bast Or- 
ange and in hundreds of other cities 
in the United States. He also 
prepared the plans for the exhibi- 
tion park in Seattle, whore the Alaska 
Purchase exposition will be held in 
1909. The buildings have been de- 
signed so that Uiey may afterwards 
bo used as university buildings in ac- 
cordance wllh the terms of the state 
grant to the exhibition.

TEXT OF JUDGMENT 
... IN THE CABLE CASE 

Seaman Wins Because Small 
Error Was Made in His ' 
Wages Account 



The, run text of the judgment in 
I he. case of Cable vs. tho ship Socotra 
us delivered by Mr. Justice Martin 
sitting as judge In Admiralty, has 
been obtained. While Cable failed In 
his chief claim he succeeded In get- 
ting a judgment which carried his 
costs.. And as a .number of interest- 
ing points of law were Involved the

Cable vs. Socotra: Judgment of 
the Honorable; Mr. Justice Mr.rtin. . 

With respect "to the' opening ob- 
jection to the right of the plaintiff to 
Invoke the' aid of this court, based 
I Upon the bar set up by Sec. IBS or tho 
j Merchant .Shipping Act, 1.S94, because 
j the claim Is under fifty pounds, 1 am 
I of the- opinion that, Mr. Lowe's cori- 
| tentlon is correct, viz, that ihc facts 
i cleur.ly bring it within the fourth ox-

I The ship is a British bottom, iregls- 
| tered at Glasgow; and is on a voyage

I tiff shipped for the whole voyage as

fifty days, owing to an accident to his 
leg that he sustained in the cook's 
galley, which Injury was aggravated 
by the fact, that he had for some time 
been suffering from varicose veins, 
which necessitated an operation in 
the hospital at Los Angeles. 
■ I pause here to say that I am satis- 
fied that the charges he makes against 
the master or mate' for neglect of 
duty, either as regards the supply 
of sufficient oil to light the galley or 
as regards humane attention to 'him 
after his accident, are not, In my 
opinion, based upon anything substan- 
tial. 

It Is claimed by the plaintiff 
ho has never been lawfully dlschi 
and Is therefore stll on the ship'! 
tides and entitled to his wages t, 
date of the writ. 

In answer to this the defendant's 
rely on section 1 66 (1) of the Mer- 
chant Shipping Act. 1894, as follows: 
166-fl) Where a seaman Is engaged 
for a voyage or engagement which is 
to terminate in the United Kingdom, 
he shall not be entitled to sue hi any

If therefore the plaintiff has- not 
been "discharged .with such sanction 
as Is required by tills act" (See. 36 of 
1H06 for the procedure) he cannot 
maintain this action, seeing that both 
tho voyage and his engagement are to 
"terminate in the United Kingdom," 
unless he "proves such Ill-usage, etc." 
This he has attempted to do, buf I 
need only say that ho has failed to 
convince mo that there is any good 
ground therefor. The consequence 
of this Is that unless he was dis- 
charged, despite his contention to the 
contrary, his action must be dismiss- 
ed. But tho defendants contended 
that lie was both duly discharged and 
left behind under Sections 30, 31, ;)2,

First, In regard to the question of 
leaving behind. This Is a procedure 
and matter quite distinct from that 
of a discharge, as Is clearly shown by 
said sections, particularly Nos. IfiS, H6 
and 37, and I have no difficulty In 
coming to the conclusion here that 
the proper sanction was obtained to 
leave tho plaintiff behind and that 
consequently and by separation of 
Sec. 158 (as to which T. Slnewrtght 
vs. Allen flOOR) 2 K. B. O.) the ser- 
vice terminated on !he 18th of July, 
and that the plaintiff as the section 
provides, is "entitled to wages up to 
the time of such termination, but not 
for any longer period." It was urged 
on behalf of the plaintiff that ' this 
procedure, was dependent upon "the 
delivery by the master, to the proper 
authority, of "a full and true account 
of the wages due to the seaman," un- 
der Sec. 37, and that If such an ac- 
count were not delivered the proper 
authority could not grant the neces- 
sary certificate. It Is admitted that 
the account made out by the master 
was Incorrect, and I find that he 
should have allowed the seamen one 
dollar and seventy cents more than 
he did. 

After a careful consideration of all 
the various sections which might 
throw light on this matter, I have 
come to t'oe conclusion that this is 
not the prop 'i' construction of the 
Act, for the granting of the certifi- 
cates is clearly in the nature ol a

Though the plaintiff is obviously of a 
peculiar disposition and did not cre- 
ate a favorable impression In the wit- 
ness box, and has advanced extreme 
claims, both legal and on the merits. 
Which have been disallowed, yet at the 
same time he was undoubtedly placed 
in a very purplexlng position by the 
neglect of the master (though quite 
unintentional) to perform his statu- 
tory duly and make out a correct tic- 
count of his wages, which, I may say 
,1s a matter wherein great care should 
be taken to see that the mariner j s 
allowed everything that is justly due 
to him. If he is not, tills court 
should, 1 think. In pursuance of Its 
general policy to protect to every 
reasonable extent the Interests of 
mariners, give him his costs of re- 
covering his wages in full, however 
trifling the amount, unless there are 
stronger reasons than are to be found 
In this case for depriving htm of them.

Interests Agree Upon Re- 
port to Be, Submitted to 
Council

At a joint meeting of the cemetery 
committee of the city council and re- 
presentatives of the Provincial gov- 
ernment and those interested In the 
Quadra street cemetery, the plans for 

the Improvement of the cemetery 
Which for a long time have been un- 
der consideration, were finally approv- 
ed last night. At a recent meeting of 
the cemetery committee a report was 
prepared, dealing with this question 
and last night all Interests nfter con- 
sidering this report and making some 
amendments finally agreed upon the 
following report which will be sub- 
mitted at the forthcoming meeting of 
the city council: 

1. That all unsightly growth and j 
rubbish be removed from the ceme- j 
tery. 

2. That photos be? taken showing 
all parts of the cemetery, or, In lieu 
thereof, that a full and careful plan 
bo prepared showing the exact location 
of all cemetery lots with the names 
of those interred inscribed on the I 
places of interment, the said plan to 
he used for purposes of registration. I 
and so that copies may be obtained 
by all who wish at any time. If des- 
ired, both tho above plans can be car- 
ried out. 

3. That as far as practiceablo monu- 
ments and stones be removed to the 
east end of the cemetery and there 
properly arranged and reset In good 
order. 

4. That the cemetery grounds be 
laid out with a memorial fountain In 
the centre on which the names of all 
those interred be inscribed on indes- 
tructible material surrounded by or- 
namental grass plots, paths and scats. 
The edges of the cemetery to be slop- 
ed in turf, the whole to lie maintained 
by the city so soon as the provincial 
government shall have deeded over the' 
Quadra street cemetery to the city in 
trust. 

0. That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by the city council from citi- 
zens representative of the interred, 
who with the cemetery committee of 
the council, shall constitute the com 
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itho ultimate roault of tho eruption.

VICTORIA AS A TERMINUS 

Among the subjects, which tho Board 
of Trade is to discuss at Its meeting 
today is the "application for a charter 
to build a railway between Edmonton 
and Victoria." AA'e assume that the ref- 
erence is to an application which ap- 
pears In tho papers signed by a soli- 
citor of this city. What action it is 
proposed to take In regard to this wo 
are not informed, but It Is always 
timely to discuss tho very important 
project of railway connection between 
tliis port and the western wheat Holds. 
Tho time has come when the advant- 
ages of Victoria as a transcontinental 
and trans-oceanic traffic terminus 
ought to be set furth In tho strongest 
possible way. Fate and foggy wca- 
' ther seem to have continued to ren- 
der these advantages conspicuous. 
Within a very short time sovojal ves- 
sels have met with serious mishap in 
tho inland coast waters of British Co- 
lumbia, and it is of the utmost sig- 
nificance that all these have occurred 
after the vessels had passed Victoria. 
With the increasing size of v ocean-go- 
ing steamships and . tho increasing 
number of craft engaged in coastwise 
navigation, the danger attending ship- 
ping in the narrow waters, lying. near- 
• er the continental shore line than Vic- 
toria docs, becomes greater. If this 
city were the" terminus of a transcon- 
tinental railway in the fullest sense 
of the term, it seems unreasonable to 
think that costly steamships with valu- 
able cargoes would take tho risk in- 
volved in seeking ports lying behind 
the Georgian archipelago. 

The Colonist has not in the past laid 
much stress upon this point, because 
It did not wish to take a position that 
could be construed as hostile to Van- 
couver, but it would bo unjust to Vic- 
toria if it did not point nut the re- 
markable demonstration of comparative 
safety afforded by the recent marine 
accidents Speaking under correction, 
we are able to recall only one instance, 
since tho beginning of regular steam- 
ship service out of tho Strait of Juan 
do Fuca, in which a ship wont ashore 
after entering the Strait owing solely 
to fogs or a collision due to the same' 
cause, occurring to the seaward of 
this port. The case referred to was that 
of tho Varimoo, which overran her 
distance, and because of her captain 
being unable to make out her position 
wont ashore. There have boeii a good 
many instances in which vessels have 
been cast away on the Vancouver Is- 
land coast, but the chance of this is 
a peril of tin; sea common to ships 
bound to all ports reached by way of 
the Strain Our point is that, as far 
as wo are now informed, not a single 
vessel engaged in ocean navigation, 
either entering or leaving by way of 
the Strait, with the exception of the 
Varimoo, would have met with any 
injury by reason of thick weather, if 
she had not been obliged to go further 
than Victoria. The number of acci- 
dents this year has been unusually 
large, and there is no doubt that tho 
season has been exceptionally foggy. 
On the other hand there was very 
much less smoke this year than we 
usually have, so that, although we have 
had more fog than ordinarily, the sea- 
son has not been quite as much worse 
than average as might at first sight 
appear Tho claim may he made with 
confidence that there is no port on the 
entire Pacific coast of America which 
can be approached with less danger 
than] Victoria and Esquimau. We do 
not thinlc that we ate chargeable willi 
displaying unfriendliness to any of the 
neighboring cities when we advance 
this proposition. 

This advantage enjoyed by our city 
must before long receive recognition. 
We are not so absurd as to claim that 
the additional perils of navigation, to 
Which vessels running beyond Victoria 
are subject, will prevent Vancouver 
and other cities from becoming or re- 
maining important terminal points, but 
they do seem to make it abundantly 
clear that' for traffic of a certain nature 
t lie advantages of Victoria are such 
that they will undoubtedly not long 
remain unutilized. 



HOUSEHOLD SERVICE 

We confess to being unable to ap- 
preciate the position of those who con- 
tend that, we ought, to have in Canada 
a race of pcopie whoso work should bo 
confined to what Is called menial ser- 
vice. It is urged from the press, the 
pulpit, tlie platform and the school- 
master's desk that all labor is honor- 
able; yet some of us would put a 
stigma upon employment of it certain 
kind. To our way of thinking this Is 
one of t ho symptoms of national de- 
cay. When wo draw a lino through 
tho community and say that all per- 
sons, mon and women, who work be- 
yond it are doing labor which ought 
to bo assigned to people who arc alien 
in race, sentiment, traditions and al- 
most everything which we regard as 
the special qualities of ourselves, wo 
do an Incalculable Injury to the state. 



It may be true, as one of the speakers 
at the Women's Council is reported 
to have said, that there are women In 
Victoria who do not want other women 
to do their dirty work, but we are un- 
able to understand why any women 
In Victoria should have dirty work to 
do, that is work, which they would be 
ashamed to do themselves, and henco 
would not ask any other woman to do. 
One of the tilings, which wo are con- 
stantly told from the pulpit is that tho 
home is the foundation of all our In- 
stitutions, and hence something that 
must be preserved intact at all cost. 
With this idea we are in hearty sym- 
pathy, and being in sympathy with it, 
refuse to regard any work, that can 
he done to make a home what it flight 
to be, as beneath the dignity of* any 
Canadian woman. If she is able to 
hire others to do the work for her 
and does so, we applaud her conduct 
and for two reasons. First, because 
it gives her time to devote herself to 
other aspects of home life, such as the 
proper training of her family, which we 
venture to think is of quite as great 
importance oven as attendance at pub- 
lic functions; and second, because we 
are all of us stewards of the means 
that we possess, and It is ouivbounden 
duty to use these, if wc can, to give 
others employment. The whole fabric 
of Anglo-Saxon society rests upon the 
basis that man shall be the bread- 
winner and woman the home-maker, 
and the woman who makes her home 
a centre of comfort and refinement is 
doing a vastly greater service to the 
state than half the men who are placed 
in positions of political power. There 
are few of our public men with whom 
we could not very well dispense with- 
out any great loss; but we cannot 
spare a single one of our home-makers. 
There are some who will ask: Would 
you have our wives and daughters do 
the drudgery of household work? To 
this we reply that we have no desire 
one way or the other. Whether any 
man's wife or daughter shall do the 
family washing or peel the potatoes 
for dinner is a matter between him and 
them, and we do not propose to ox- 
press any opinion on the point; but 
we do say most emphatically that, if 
they have to, they will not lose caste 
thereby, or at- least they will not in 
the opinion of any self-respecting peo- 
ple. What our wives and daughters 
would not be degraded by doing for 
themselves, they surely would not be 
degraded by doing honorably for 
others, if they found it necessary, and 
while we frankly admit a desire to see 
woman's work rendered pleasant by 
every practical means, we protest 
against even disagreeable work, which 
falls to them, being looked upon as 
ignoble. 

There are people Who would find it 
difficult to obtain household help, and 
to keep It, if household servants were 
as plentiful as blackberries, and the 
reason is that they themselves by 
the treatment of their employees 
degrade the employment which the 
latter are paid to perform. It Is time 
that we got rid of the nonsense that 
there is some dishonor attaching to 
household service. We do not believe 
that tho women of Victoria or of Can- 
ada generally are at all In sympathy 
with the claim preferred by some peo- 
ple on their behalf. They are alto- 
gether too full of a sense of their duty, 
too truly inspired by patriotism, to 
desire to see the home life of the 
country resting upon Asiatic labor as 
Its foundation. It will be a sad day 
for this or any other country when the 
women regard any species of household 
labor as unworthy of them. If house- 
hold help Is scarce, one remedy seems 
to be not to attempt too much'. There 
are millions of Canadians who can 
look back to the time when their 
mothers were proud that they were 
able, with their unaided hands, to 
make a home in which their husbands, 
sons and daughters would !!nd all that 
was best in the world, and we protest 
in the name of these mothers of Can- 
ada and in the name of the noble wom- 
en who today bear, not only without 
murmuring but with honorable pride, the 
responsibility of maintaining Canadian 
homes In which boys and girls arc 
reared In appreciation of their duty 
to their family, their state and their 
God, against the teaching that do- 
mestic service, whether rendered from 
a sense of duty or for wages faith- 
fully earned, Is in any sense degrading. 
AVo are anxious as any one to see 
this country settled by people from tho 
United Kingdom and other countries of 
America and Europe, but we question 
the permanent value of any Immigra- 
tion which is dependent upon an Influx 
of a servile class from tiie Orient. 



governments do the same thing. Bri- 
tish Columbia has a dno cash surplus, 
but very little of It is locked up in the 
vaults of the treasury across the Bay. 
It is substantially all In the banks, and 
tho commercial community gets the 
benefit of it, just as It gets the benefit 
of the deposits made by private citi- 
zens. There is no great reserve any- 
where In Canada which any govern- 
ment can draw upon to help the banks 
out. Just what, action Mr. Fielding 
has taken in order to assist the wheat- 
growers we are unable to explain, but 
there are doubtless means at his dis- 
posal which he Has been able to em- 
ploy. With tho co-operutlon of the 
government, the banks and the rail- 
ways the situation ought to bo well In 
hand. One satisfactory feature of the 
case is that aid is to be given to en- 
able the products of the country to 
reach a market where they can lie 
sold, for until they are sold there will 
necessarily be a scarcity of money, so 
much of it being locked up in grain. 
If tho season shall fortunately remain 
open a little later than usual, the dif- 
ficulties confronting the wheat grow- 
ers may be very largely removed. The 
conditions at present existing de- 
monstrate the need of greater trans- 
portation facilities. AVhpn the advan- 
tages of the Pacific coast ports as ship- 
ping points for grain conic to be fully 
available, tho congestion of tra'ftln east- 
ward during the autumn will be great- 
ly relieved.

The Board of Trade and the com- 
munity generally are to be congratu-

at the Board of Trade rooms will prove 
entirely Inadequate, so large will bo 
tho number who will wish to be pre- 
sent. Perhaps It might be possible 
to arrange for the use of a larger 
auditorium, and we suggest to tho 
Board that this point be given some 
consideration. 




FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

Henry Clews is optimistic in his cir- 
cular of November nth. He says 
that the worst is over In the financial 
centres and that the crisis has loft 
tho banks generally sound. On pre- 
vious occasions of the same nature 
there has always been upon the Stock 
Exchanges "a period of more or less 
inertia and depression," and he an- 
ticipates the same thing now. He 
attributes one cause of the weakness 
of the financial situation In Xew A'nrk 
to the entry of trust companies into 
the legitimate sphere of the bank's, and 
says that they were not able to carry 
on business with proper safeguards 
and restrictions. At the time of the 
condition of the market became acute, 
great surprise was expressed In Lon- 
don at t he fact that the trust com- 
panies had been permitted to engage 
in a general banking business. 

Mr. Clews says that the effects of 
the financial disturbance are now ex- 
tending to tlie commercial world, an 1 
that "the sooner the fact Is recognized 
that genoral_ bjisiness must take its 
share of tlie present depression that 
lias fallen upon AA'all street, the better 
for all concerned." We feel like adding 
that tlie sooner the business commun- 
ity recognizes that it Is at the mercy 
of the stock gamblers of Wall street, 
the better for the whole country, and 
we shall be very greatly mistaken if 
the public will submit to any repeti- 
tion of such control, as a small ring 
of speculators has been able lo exer- 
cise. The existing stringency came 
upon a period of unexampled prosper- 
ity, and a country full of wealth finds 
Itself embarrassed by tlie recklessness 
and greediness of a lot of stock mani- 
pulators. The New York banker ad- 
vises people not to hoard their money, 
which is good enough advice, but if the 
people of the United Stat 
about accepting It, no one need be sur- 
prised. Mr. Clews insists that there 
must be a reduction in the cost of 
commodities and labor, because iie says 
there must be liquidation in some way, 
and the limit of tiie possible gold sup- 
ply from Europe has been about reach- 
ed. In oilier words, the farmers and 
worklngmen must pull the country out 
( f the hole into which the financiers 
have put it. They will probably do so, 
and it is to be hoped that they will 
insist upon such changes in the 
methods of doing business that tho 
mischief-making ability of the so-call- 
ed financial leaders will be greatly 
curtailed. Ho frankly admits that the 
situation has only been relieved by the 
hit!;;:: of gold from London, ami he 
warns his felloyv bankers against rid- 
ing a free horse to cleat li in this re- 
spect. He tells them thai if they can- 
not sustain their credit without draw- 
ling on Europe, (lie latter country will 
send back securities instead of gold, 
I which will lead to a further deprecia- 
tion in prices. On the whole Mr. 
j Clews is optimistic, but not aggres- 
sively so. 



Tlie report of the superintendent of 
boulevards, which, was presented to 
the meeting of tlie board of park 
commissioners on Tuesday evening isl 
of a very satisfactory nature, indi- 
cating that the experiment which the 
city embarked upon this year Is likely 
to prove tlie conspicuous success 
that was anticipated. Tlie super- 
intendent states that serious injury 
has been done some of tlie boulevards 
by droves or cattle tramping them 
down. Tills ought not to lie toler- 
ated for an Instant. The board has 
decided to take immediate action to 
prevent a recurrence of this cause of 
complaint, but now that the point has 
been raised it is opportune to en- 
quire whether the time lias not pass- 
ed when cattle ought to be permitted 
to be landed at the outer wharf and 
driven through some of tho principal 
thoroughfares of the city en route to 
tlie slaughter houses. It used to bo 
tlie practice some years ago for the 
butchers to land their cattle at the 
wharf at Cadboro bay. We do not 
know why this system was discon- 
tinued, but some such plan might 
again be adopted with advantage to 
the community and, we would Imagine, 
to the convenience of the butchers. 
Aside all together from tlie possibility 
of tlie cattle doing injury to tlie 
streets, many nervous people have on 
numerous occasions experienced quite 
a shock by the spectacle of a band of 
steers rushing madly out of the way 
of the whips of the cowboys. This 
sort of tiling might have been all right 
In the days of the "Cariboo excite- 
ment," but it is a little out of place 
in a city which has pretentions to 
being an up-to-date tourist resort.

ALBERN1 AS A PORT 

Opinion of Capt. Walbran as to the 
Advantages of the New Railway 
Terminus 



Considerable discussion having 
taken place recently regarding tlie 
suitability of Alburn! to become an 
ocean port, the following statement 
of Capt. J. T. Walbran will be read 
with interest: 

I know Albernl canal and the new 
townslto on Stamp harbor extremely 
well, having made a survey of tlie 
harbor in 1S92 as you will see by a 
glance at the Admiralty chart "Clayo- 
quot and Harkley sounds," No. 5S4, on 
| which the plan of my survey Is shown. 
- chary commander Bowman, R.N. (X), of 
the flag-ship Royal Arthur used my 
plan when anchoring there with tlie 
flag-ship and he afterwards Inform- 
ed me ho found the plan most satis- 
factory and the harbor an excellent 
one. 

When I sent in my survey of the 
harbor I also showed on the plan tlie 
new townsite of Albernl and the Ad- 
miralty had it placed on tiie chart 
as you will see. This was entirely 
done on my own Initiative as there 
were no signs of a town there in 
1S92, only the wharf and the ruins of 
the obi saw mill. I have always 
thought most highly of Albernl (Stamp 
harbor) as an ocean port. The water- 
way from the ocean, entering at Cape 
Beale, being clear of all danger for 
the largest vessels even such as the 
Lusltanla. The landfall is excellent, 
there being no offlying dangers in the 
track of shipping and the shore and 
waters. of Albernl canal are both bold 
and honest throughout, with very 



deep water. 
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MOVING THE GRAIN. 

It is announced that the government 
of the Dominion is going to assist the 
banks to move the grain to the sea 
coast as rapidly as possible. This is 
commendable. It would have been 
more commendable if it had been done 
sooner. Just what tlie government is 
able to do wc are not advised. A des- 
patch speaks of tlie gold reserve being 
employed for that purpose, but the 
government of Canada does not keep 
on hand a very large; gold reserve. 
Therein is a marked difference be- 
tween our fiscal system and that of the 
United States. The government of 
that country keeps most of the money 
received by it from taxation and other- 
wise in its treasury at Washington 
or some of tho sub-treasuries through- 
out tlie country. Therefore a large 
amount of currency and gold is al- 
ways locked up in tho federal strong 
boxes. In Canada a different course 
la pursued. Money withdrawn from 
circulation today, to pay Into the Do- 
mll'o'n exchequer, goes out into cir- 
culation again tomorrow by being 
placed in the banks of tlie country, 
which treat it just us they do the de- 
posits of other people. The provincial

One of the reas- 
I ons, many years ago, for tho change 
I of headquarters of the Hudson's Bay 
I company for their deep water mer- 
chant ships from Fort Vancouver on 
tin- Columbia to Nisqually in Pugot 
sound, was owing to tho many disas- 
ters their vessels met with on the bar 
of tho Columbia. 

San Francisco has no dangerous bar 
to cross, but the entrance to the har- 
bor Is contracted, subject to strong 
tides, and is also subject to extremely 
frequent and dense fogs. 

Therefore, from my intimate knowl- 
edge of this coast, having been in com- 
mand of the C. G. S. Quadra for 
many years, and having entered 
Harkley sound under all conditions of' 
weather, I can state witli confidence 
that Albernl harbor as an ocean port 
Is an extremely safe one for all class- 
es of vessels.

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VANCOUVER'S PLANS 
TO PRESERVE HEALTH 



City Health Officer Makes Sug- 
gestions Which He Wants 
Taken Up 



Vancouver, B. C, Nov. 13. — Medical 
Health Officer Underbill yesterday 
i afternoon outlined to the civic health 
committee his plans for advanced work 
next year, and asked the body to make 
such arrangements as would render 
pocslble the taking up of the matters 
at the very first of the season. 

The most important Item was the 
schc'me of uniting all Ihe ■cleaning' up" 
work of the city under tho head of the 
scavenging department, thus wiping 
out all private scavengers as well as 
taking over a part of the work now 
done by the board of works. Dr. 
Underbill said that now there were 
three systems, the private scavenging 
which covered the hotels, restaurants 
and business house, the board of 
work, which looked after the streets 
and lanes, and the present scavenging 
department which was attending to tho 
private residences. The results were 
unsatisfactory, and until the work was 
united it would bo impossible to do tho 
proper kind of work. Then the city 
■ would bo in a position to make con- 
tracts for the taking of trade refuse, 
etc., and when it started on a street or 
Inno would make a clean sweep. The 
scavenging department would be re- 
sponsible for the cleanliness of the city, 
whereas now the blame for dellciencles 
was being shifted from one department 
to another. 

Tho committee favored the plan sug- 
gested, but inasmuch as it contemplat- 
ed entering upon tho field of the hoard 
of works, it was thought a conference 
with that body should be held before 
any recommendation was sent up to 
tho council. 

Dr. Underbill also asked for the es- 
tablishment of a city morgue. In sup- 
port of this idea ho said the manner In 
which unknown dead were now cared 
for in tho city was not far from dis- 
graceful. Post-mortems were made 
under most disadvantageous surround- 
ings, and something Should be done to 
remedy conditions. 

Another public need was the estab- 
lishment of a dispensary. At the pre- 
sent time there were a large number of. 
applications to the city for medical aid, 
which could be met by giving one medi- 
cines or prescriptions. This work 
would greatly relieve the hospital work, 
and the city had now reached a si/.o 
where its institution was an absolute 
necessity. 

Dr. Underhill asked that a recom- 
§ mendation.be made that his health Jn- 
', spectors should bo uniformed next 
year, and this suggestion was adopted. 

City Solicitor Cowan presented a 
draft bylaw for guarding the city 
especially against Invasion by plague. 
Its provisions require that all wharves 
where vessels from plague infected 
ports tie up shall he protected from 
a. point five feet below low water by 
wire netting of half-Inch mesh'and the 
two feet from the deck of the wharf 
should be faced witn smooth galvan- 
ized iron. 

The city solicitor and the medical 
health ofllcer were instructed to pre- 
pare a special bylaw covering the field 
of infectious and .contagious diseases. 
Heretofore the city has been dealing 
with these questions through the pro- 
vincial laws, but it was thought that 
a municipal measure would more fully 
cover the local conditions. 



J. M. Bates, a guest at the Hotel Van- 
couver.

D. Craig, of Ottawa, who went East 
several weeks ago. 

"Our party was engaged all summer 
in survey work in the region drained 
by the Bradfield and Iscott rivers, two 
tributaries of tho Sticklne river," said 
Mr. Bates. "Occupying two canoos the 
members of our party sailed down the 
Bradfield en route to Juneau. We had 
not proceeded far before the rear boat, 
owing to a change In the tortuous 
channel, struck a submerged tree. 
Turning sideways tho canoe got en- 
tangled in the tree, and almost spilt 
In two before partially upsetting. As 
several of the boys could not swim, 
and as they were In danger of being 
swept out of the boat, which held fast 
to the tree I seized the lino and jump- 
ed overboard. 1 got entangled In the 
lino and was nearly drowned before I 
managed to extricate myself and reach 
the shore. Then I heaved a line, and 
succeeded in getting the others off the 
canoe. The accident was witnessed 
by the occupants of the other canoe, 
and they, too, landed and gave us 
every assistance. Our boat was over- 
loaded, causing us to strllie the tree. 
Before proceeding the Juneau we at- 
tempted in vain to recover the lost 
transits and photographic plates. Tho 
water was also too deep when I re- 
turned to the scene a few weeks later. 
Grappling irons and a water telescopo 
failed to locate the missing articles. 
As the river will soon be at its lowest 
stage I have arranged with the McKay 
brothers, of Juneau, to resume tho 
search next month. 

"The loss is a serious one, as the 
plates represent a portion of the offi- 
cial record of the boundary. The, 
work on tho Bradfield can probably be 
replaced from other points, but not so 
with that on the Iskoot river. Unless 
tho search is successful the work on 
tho Iscott will likely be done over 
again next year. Through vnst 
stretches of country the boundary lino 
extends through impassible glaciers 
and snow fields, and will not be de- 
signated by monuments.

It 
is known as the psychiatrical system, 
and is especially adapted for patients 
who become violent at times. It does 
away with the straight-jacket and all 
other forms of forceful restraint. Un- 
der the new treatment the patient will 
sink Into a restful sleep when ho can 
be easily given the proper medical 
assistance and care.

— In the courso 
of a few days tho provincial secretary 
will Issue letters patent formally cre- 
ating the new municipality of Point 
Grey. These letters, which are now- 
being prepared, will provide for tho 
election of a reeve and live councillors. 
They will be. elected on the general 
vote system next January, and it is 
likely that they will represent live dif- 
ferent sections, as follows: Owners of 
property in what Is now called Point 
Groy, owners of property on district 
lot No. 540 outside of the city, pro- 
perty owners living along the Fraser 
river, property owners In Eburnc and 
property owners in district No. 20117. 

From present indications consider- 
able interest will be manifested in the 
elections and already names are be- 
ing mentioned as possibilities for the 
reeveship. Meetings are to be. held 
shortly by the property owners in tin; 
different sections and a definite cam- 
paign will soon be on foot. 

It is stated that ox-Reeve C. P. Fore- 
man of South Vancouver will be a 
candidate for the reeveship and many 
of his friends regard him as the most 
likely one. Tho admirers of Council- 
lor Townsond aro urging him to run 
| while the majority of property owners 
residing in the city aro trying to pro- 
mote the candidature of Mr. S. L. 
Howe, of the firm of B. B. Johnston, 
Howe & Co. 

Tho statute distinctly states that no 
person can be elected a sroeve unless 
he is registered as owner of propert 
to the extent of $500 at lease three 
months before the nomination. It will 
be necessary for councillors to own 
$"50 worth of property by that time. 

It is pointed out by those who are 
taking an Interest in the .affairs of the 
new municipality that it will be neces- 
sary to elect a good council at the out- 
sot. Not only will the new council be 
called upon to divide the municipality 
Into wards and to lay out streets, but 
they wdll have to co-operate with and 
probably take over the work of de- 
velopment now being promoted by tho 
several improvement companies. The 
matter of tram lines and other import- 
ant tilings will have to be dealt with 
and tho efforts of the pioneer admin- 
istrative body will have to do largely 
with the work that will have to serve 
as t lie foundational development for 
the new municipality. Point Grey is 
regarded by many as the most beau- 
tiful residential district around Van- 
couver and though its population . at

IS PICTURESQUE AND 
ALSO PRACTICABLE 

New Road From.Goldstream to 
Mill Bay is Practically 
Assured 





The proposed road from Coldstream 
"to Mtllbay, which, if constructed, 

will obviate the long steep detour via 

Sooko lake, appears to bo both pic- 
turesque and practicable. Tt will be 

longer than at ilrst thought, the total 

distance being about seventeen miles 

and a half, but it will be a beautiful 

scenic highway with easy grades. 

Only in one place will the grade ex- 
ceed 4 per cent., and only in one other 

will It reach that ligure. There will 

be fewer bridges on the road (ban was 

expected, but still there will be a 

number. The road crosses the Gold- 
stream river three times and there are 

one or two bridges further on. Tho 

biggest of the lot will bo over Rough 

creek, where a (iO-foot span will bo 

necessary over a ravine SO feet deep. 
Tho roughest and most expensive 

part of the road will be north of Rough 

creek. Tho country there is quite 

broken and there are a number of bo 

called creeks that run down steep 

ravines Into Saanieh inlet. This dif- 
ficulty, however, has been got over 

by running the road back over tho 

head of these ravines, tints avoiding 

expensive bridge and rock work. At 

this point tho road, generally speaking, 

runs along about half a milo back 

from salt water, sometimes doubling 

back inland still further when one of 

theso ravines is reached. 

The steepest grado is the ascent of 

Mount Mulahat to a height of 1,150 

feet, where u 10 per cent, grado is 

encountered. This seems steep, but i'. 

must be remembered that on tho Al- 

bernl road, which Is admittedly a very 

tine one, 1C per cent, grades are mot 

with. The grade over the first por- 
tion after leaving Coldstream will 

not exceed 1.7 per cent., and after 

leaving the Malahat mountain tho 

grado improves again, the road tak- 
ing a gradual trend towards the Inlet.

Local Council of Women to continue 
Its effort:; to secure the erection, in this 
city, of a woman's building, and that 
strenuous action bo taken to secure 
the material support of the citizen.? 
toward the accomplishment of this ob- 
ject. 

Tlie report upon the Woman's 
building was as follows: 

As convener of the committee on a 
Woman's building for Victoria, I have 
been somewhat hastily criticised be- 
cause tills mattor litis apparently been 
allowed to hang lire, and not, as yet, 
taken any definite shape. In Febru- 
ary last 1 called a mpetlng of tlie 
committee (that is composed of the 
delegates from each affiliated society 
to the monthly executive meeting of 
the council). This meeting was fair- 
ly well attended, but was merely an 
initial conference on possible ways 
and means. After this meeting, I 
interviewed some good citizens, and 
wrote to others, with the result that 
r found the time did not seem auspi- 
cious for a rousing public appeal. The 
year has been a strenuous one, and 
tlie word "prosperity" merely means 
at present that most people have large 
interests at stake and arc too busy 
looking after them to give much time 
or due consideration to any proposition 
which does not, which cannot mean, 
per se, a large immediate financial re- 
turn. No, I took, and heeded, the ad- 
vice of one well versed in such mat- 
ters, ami I concluded that we must 
"make haste slowly." and educate 
ourselves and our public Into the Idea 
that the Woman's building la.Vletorl.-i 
must bo a philanthropic effort, tho 
commercial return for which must be 
an afterthought.. I do not mean, 
necessarily, that there will be no 
financial return, but I do mean that 
the wails of this building must rise, 
like the walls of mythic Troy, to the 
music of those harmonious ideas which 
place tlie future good, of a community 
before any present personal advant- 
age. The Woman's building of Vic- 
toria must he an "act of citizenship." 
Once an accomplished fact, the re- 
turns will be obvious, and I have not 
a doubt, satisfactory. 

Practically speaking, I will try and 
shew you the present needs. 

This winter, when the various so- 
cieties met together for renewed work 
what again confronted them'/ The 
Victoria Musical society could at first 
find no adequate accommodation. Tin 
Ladles' Musical club were in the same 
dilemma. The King's Daughters In 
promoting a children's opera, found 
the gren' n difficulty In securing a 
suitable lace for a whole month's 
rehear.-:: ... and tho theatre charges are 
almost prohibitive, A Victoria dra- 
matic society simply does not exist, 
only for the same reason. The 
Alexandra club is growing so rapidly 
thai in a few years there will surely 
I he a call for more extensive premises 
i and numerous private entertainments 
or amateur undertakings are put 
aside because there is no properly 
tended hostel wherein their Interests 
may prosper. 
I And these aro but the smaller calls. 

I will only now touch upon the larger 
I issues— the school for Arts and Crafts 
—and other educational, industrial, and 
| philanthropic projects that cannot even 
be entertained yet, because there Is no 
"hospitality" or "home" wherein they 
[may he established, thrive and grow. 
jA' present tho nomad tribes of Vic- 
toria's on thus lasts and geniuses wand- 
er about In search of permanent shelter 
and encouragement, and it Is wonder- 
ful how much they do accomplish, In 
i spite of having often to pitch their 
I tent, and raise their standard, amid 
the most unpromising surroundings. 

They have Indeed shown us whal 
can be don.', in spite or every conceiv- 
able drawback, will not this be u plea 
to give them a chance for further de- 
velopment in a happier environment? 

Let us lake council together again, 
at an early date, and consider what 
further methods can be employed, and 
what proportion of sacrlllco will be 
necessary before we ••an achieve our 
object, and consecrate our purpose, re- 
membering always that work under 



future and community good, cannot be 
counted, except by that higher reck- 
oning, the full assets of Which will be 
paid through all eternity, and whose 
security must rest in those happier 
conditions which we hope to mother In 
the present, and bequeath In an un- 
dying trust to generations yet un- 
born.

Emigration Committee 
The report of the emigration com- 
mittee by Miss Crease read as fol- 
lows: 

Madam; President and Ladles: — For 
the greater part of this year the com- 
mittee of which I have the honor to 
be convener, lias been making enquir- 
ies and trying to learn in what way 
it can help to relieve the pressure felt 
in so may homes, for want of ade- 
quate help, and at the same time, to 
ease the lives of those who want em- 
ployment and cannot get It where they 
arc, at least, not nearly so profitably 
a:: in Vancouver island. This Is our 
object: 

In order to gain it, we have put our- 
selves in touch with the bureau of pro- 
vincial Information, the Salvation 
Army, Mrs. Satlford of Winnipeg, Miss 
Fltzgibban of Toronto, and Miss Halg, 
all of whom have valuable and prac- 
tical Information to give us. They 
have all treated us with the greatest 
courtesy and generosity. 

We received from Mrs. Sanford, early 
in the year, when she was about to go 
to the old country, an offer to choose 
for us a certain number of women, 
wishing for domestic service. Tho 
fare, $l>7.50, had to ho paid, the agree- 
ment to be entered into was most 
reasonable, both for employer and em- 
ployee, the lady has had much experi- 
ence and a fair measure of success, but 
the offer could not be accepted because 
everyone who was spoken to, and many 
people were, was either already ex- 
pecting servants who had boon chosen 
for them by friends, or could not afford 
the passage money, or were in such 
straits they could not wait the neces- 
sary month or two. 

Besides these reasons, there was one 
often advanced, Which was this: "Wo 
lmvo already tried this plan, and we 
have found the woman or girl who 
came out not a success. After a few 
weeks she would feel it a great hard- 
ship to repay the passage money, which 
was part of the agreement, and would 
complain that tlie work was not 'what 
she expected.' She became discon- 
tented and very soon added to the 
household strain, instead of relieving 
It, and in tlie end left her situation 
long before she ought to have done 
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Now there arc times when one knows 
that the newcomer has reason to com- 
plain of misrepresentation, but in the 
cases before us, . it ; , was not so. One 
can only think there was a lack of the 
sense of duty, a want of that sturdy 
honor, which induces the individual 
to stick to a bargain, when It • has 
ceased to be attractive. 

Since then one of our number has 
gone to Europe to study this knotty 
question of domestic service, and will 
probably bring a few women and girls 
out with her. 

For all these situations arc already 
assured. The arrangements agreed 
upon in this case, was that the girl 
coming out should be accountable to 
her for the repayment of the passage 
money, not to her employer, who had 
advanced it. The reason for this was 
that it insures greater freedom to both 
parties, and prevents many unneces- 
sary "frets" between them. Each now 
comer was to receive the wages of tho 
country from the beginning of her ser- 
vice, taking $15 a month as the lowest 
sum. 

In nearly all places from which we 
were able to gather information, the 
first effort to bring people from Europe 
to Canada, was made by someone who 
had private means to draw upon for 
travelling expenses and so on. Here 
we were not so fortunate, the lady who 
has undertaken the responsible work 
of choosing for us, Is without funds 
for any purpose but the family one, 
which was the origin of her Journey. 
Therefore, with great reluctance sho 
has made a charge of $10 to cover the 
expense of the local travelling, which 
must be done, if she Is to gain satis- 
factory knowledge of the women who 
wisli to come out. 

1 have since then received the names 
of several would-be new .arrivals. 
Nearly all require their passage to be 
paid. 

1 have told thein that the country 
is very good to the industrious, that 
wages arc high, that the conditions of 
life are not often harder than else- 
where'; that tlie climate is excellent, 
the people kind, and that If they can 
send satisfactory references, and pay 
their passage, we will help them to find 
situations. 

None have come. 

The Traveler's Aid Society of Eng- 
land lias long lists of people wishing 
to come out; good peoplo, not failures, 
and an urgent appeal has come asking 
for help to bring them here. But, very 
few are accustomed to tho manifold 
duties that must be required of do- 
mestic assistants in a new country, 
and all hut two want their passage 
paid. These two are confectioners who 
are probably on their way now. 

We have come to the conclusion that 
the difficulty of obtaining passage 
money is now one of tho greatest to 
be overcome, as far as local household 
needs are concerned. 

The oilier is that of selection. Our 
own needs are pressing, but a. care 
for tin' future of our country is still 
more urgent. 

We must have honest, law-abiding 
and God-fearing people In our homes, 
it" they arc to send out men and women, 
who will be lit. to tackle the constantly 
increasing problems waiting for a wise 
sol ut Ion. 

We learn thai there tire now many 
British women in Eastern Canada, who 
find the climate too severe and wish to 
come further west for that reason. 

We cannot, of course, urge poopla 
to come from other provinces iv'v ro 
the need Is as great as ours, 11 - »'y 
are content to stay there, but wSon, 
after a year's experience there, we find, 
thorn determined to go back to the Old 
Country or to come west — we can. say 
"You are welcome." 

A suggestion has been made: That 
we should have a fund here to pay 
tlie passage money of Immigrants from 
Winnipeg to the const. My own Im

doing good which are open to those 
who occupy high positions is the ex- 
ample they set In family life. In a 
sense the great ones of the earth can- 
not be said to have a private life.

While this cannot but 
be a matter to be regretted by tlnse 
who occupy such positions It has Its 
compensations. The wisdom with 
which Queen Victoria managed her 
children and the perfect love and con- 
fidence that existed between the young 
mother and her husband have had their 
Influence for gooo on millions of homes 
throughout the Empire. It will never 
be known in this world how many 
women have been better wives and 
mothers because of the example set 
by Queen Victoria. 

The family who today occupy the 
highest social position In the United 
States set to the great nation of 
whose executive the father of the fam- 
ily is the head a similar example of 
simple happy home life. If the strenu- 
ous president can teach fathers and 
mothers in that country how to bring 
up and control a line healthy family 
of boys and girls he will add to the 
benefits he has conferred upon his 
countrymen to an incalculable degree.

Tho steamer Indravelll which drove 
at lull speed against the cliff which 
stands 100 feet high at the corner of 
Kellett bluff, Henry island, is stilt 
held fast with her bow on a lodge of 
rock and the hull aft of the foremast 
afloat In 50 fathoms of water or 
more, grinding; as the tide swings her, 
with steel hawsers holding her and 
the propeller turning- to keep tho ves-' 
hoI against the bluff, but the wreck- 
ers of the B. C. Salvage company, 
whoso steamer Salvor is lying along- 
wide after placing four salvage pumps 
<»aoh capable of lifting 500 tons of 
water an hour on board is confident 
of floating the vessel today. 

At noon yesterday an effort was 
made to pull the vessel from the ledge, 
the steamer Salvor for which two 
heavy hawsers had been placed on 
board the stranded vessel, did her ut- 
most to move the injured craft, but 
•was able to move her only three feet 
to starboard. 

The steamer Bermuda which camo 
from the wrecked vessel yesterday 
morning for further supplies for the 
wreckers took off Duncan Clark and 
forty longshoremen sent by the Vic- 
toria and Vancouver Stevedoring Co.. 
who on arrival, immediately went to 
work to ship 350 tons of coal aft 
from the forward hatch to lighten the 
vessel. Good progress was made and 
It was expected that the men at work 
In the holds would finish the shift- 
ing of the coal before high water this 
morning when another effort will be 
made to haul the vessel from the 
ledge. 

Three ballast tanks forward have 
been emptied by the ships crew and 
all the heavy gear, anchors, etc, is 
being carried aft. With the bow light- 
ened and the cargo removed to the 
after part of tho vessel the wreckers 
are confident that high water today 
will see the steamer afloat and on 
her way to Esquimau with the big

The place where the vessel went 
ashore is situated in a small cove 
shaped like a horse shoe, the stern 
occupying the narrow portion. Al- 
though the position is not very satis- 
factory, bar! the steamer struck a few 
yards to starboard it is very likely 
that she would have slid off Into deep 
water. As it is she struck a bluff one 
hundred feet high. 

The work of raising her is difficult, 
and considering the depth of water 
into which she is liable to slide, every 
precaution is being taken to prevent 
her coming off before the pumps are 
lifting the water from the flooded 
holds, and the divers have made 
their patches. The B. (.'. Salvage Co., 
is taking no chances and at low tide 
will endeavor to patch the hole In 
her bottom with cement and oakum, 
strong enough to allow the big pumps 
to keep the water down. Once the 
vessel is afloat she will be headed for 
Esquimau and by those who are on 
board it is expected that this after- 
noon will see the big liner safely an- 
chored near the dry dock. 

Capt. Gullington, master of the ves- 
sel had very little to say yesterday, 
afternoon when questioned regarding 
the wreck. He refuses to state what 
time the vessel passed Race rocks. He 
was on the bridge who,, the accident 
occurred. 

Asked why he did not call at quar- 
antine and pick up a pilot. Captain 
eulllngton replied: "That Is my busi- 
ness and I do not Intend to sav a 
word, until the proper time." With 
this Capt. Cuilington turned on his 
heel and sought th 
cabin. 

It was learned that the vessel came 
up from Flattery at a ton knot rate, 
and with tho tide behind her was 
easily making twelve. After passing 
Race Rocks thick fog set In and it 
was impossible to see the length 
the vessel 



in getting ashore and the others were 
completely exhausted when they tin- 
ally made land: They lay on tire 
snowy beach the rest of the night, 
some sleeping and others in a state of 
torpor which if prolonged would have 
ended in death. When the grey dawn 
disclosed their whereabouts, one of the 
crew walked to the trading post and 
brought assistance for the rest of tho 
survivors.

FROM THE KEEMUN 



Unavailing Protests by Yellow Men 
Watched Dead Comrade Given 
to the Waters 



Twelve Chinese steerage passengers 
on tho steamer Koemun, looked on in 
protest while Chin Ling, who had left. 
Hongkong with them to seek fortune 
in British Columbia, was buried at sea, 
Willi the. rites of the English church, 
rites Which none of -them understood, 
when the steamer expected In port to- 
morrow to discharge cargo was bound 
from Yokohama. 

The Chinese had protested, begged, 
cajoled: for Chinese ever seek to carry 
the remains .of their dead to land, 
whence the body can be shipped homo 
for burial. On tho Canadian-Mexican 
liner Georgia the Chinese crew mu- 
tinied recently when It was proposed 
to bury one of their number at sea an I 
to save trouble tin; remains wcro 
brought here. 

Capt. Conradl, of the Koemun, found 
himself unable to accede lo the request 
of tho Chinese as the death, which wan 
due to pneumonia, took place in mid- 
Pacific, and decided to give the tlead 
man a sailer's funeral.
